A n e w e r marking method which 
does less damage to your pattern 
is now preferred to using tailer 


tack s for transferring dart m ark­ 
ings from a pattern to m aterial. 
T he method, which consists of a 
straight pin 
and tailo rs 
chalk 
combination, includes marking the 
m aterial after you have cut out 
tho p a tte rn piece Tut before re­ 
moving the tissue patterns from 
it. 
Place one pin at the point of the 
dart, putting the pin in and out

More than 20 y ears of research 
by entom ologists of U SD A ’s Agri­ 
cultural R esearch Service, in co­ 
operation w ith th e T exas A gri­ 
cultural E xperim ent S tation, show 
th at, although th e percentage of 
production increase \ aries some­ 
w hat w ith the use of insecticides, 
more cotton has alw ay s t>een pro­ 
duced on treated plots. 
Field trials a t the ARS cotton 
insects research lab o rato ry near 
Waco show an 
av erag e annual 
seed cotton yield of 1.049 pounds 
per acre from tre a te d plots. 
This 
s 309 pounds, or 42 per cent, more 
cotton than the av erag e annual 
otal produced on u n tre a te d plots. 
T he 
experim ents 
show 
thai, 
since the advent of m odern or­ 
ganic insecticides to control cot­ 
ton pests yield g ain s have aver­ 
aged 53 per cen t. 
Before 1945, 
when grow ers depended upon in­ 
organic insecticides su*h as arse­ 
n ic a l and sulphur, yield increases 
am ounted to about 34 per cent an­ 
nually. 
H ighest production on treated 
plots and 
the g re a te st increase 
over untreated plots occurred in 
1955 when trea te d plots produced 
1,461 pounds of seed cotton per 
acre as com pared w ith only 77S 
pounds on u n tre a ted plots. 
Since 1939, w hen the cotton in­ 
sect laboratory w as established at 
Waco, tests have been conducted 
to com pare p ro d u ctio n on plots 
treated w ith new insecticides, with 
standard insecticides, and plots re­ 
ceiving no [lest co n tro l treatm ent. 
Only a few irrig ated plots were 
involved in the study, and those 
w ere analyzed d u ring the 
last
